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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the inclusion of the limitation of "the check valve 
when opened arranged to prevent damping" raises a new issue that requires further consideration and/or search. Applicant argues that 
"[t]he purpose of check valves is widely known and accepted to be valves which to the extent possible under non-ideal conditions allow fluid 
to flow freely in one direction, and to stop altogether fluid flow in the opposite direction." Applicant also argues that Lohr may not 
understand the terms "check valve" and "damping valve" correctly. Examiner notes that if it is "widely known and accepted" that check 
valves allow flow freely in one direction, then it is reasonable to turn to the art in order to see how check valves are used. Examiner already 
presented the Lohr reference which used the terms check valve and damping valve interchangeably, suggesting that the check valve also 
serves as a damping valve. Examiner further presents instances in the art where it is expressly stated that the check valve provides 
damping. Please note check valve 44 is US Patent 7354363 to Foster et al. and check valve 52 in US Patent 5787932 to Pierce. Because 
it is known in the art to have a check valve that provides damping, Examiner maintains that the language precluding the damping function 
of check valves needed to have been presented in the originally filed disclosure to avoid 112 rejections. 
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
